THOROUGH WORK AND 
FAIR MOISTURE SUPPLY 
IMPROVE CROP PROSPECT 


Good progress is being made 
with the spring work in the 
fields, and) the past two weeks 
have generally been devoted to 
perfecting the seed beds. Some 
seeding has been done, hut is not 
general until the week commenc¬ 
ing May 5 th. 

It is to be observed that more 
care is being devoted to the work 
rather than a precipitate rush for 
the greater number of acres and 
that the acreage this year will 
closely approximate to that of 
last year. 

The top soil contains a fairly 
good supply of moisture, but the

essential to a good crop, and 
Monday’s rain and snow are a 
good augury for a good season.

In January 1923 taking the 
Dominion Bank- we find they had 
in current accounts and slavings 
accounts $88,400,000 in that hank. 
I will not bother the Hause with 
April and July, but I can give the 
figures, if required. In October 
this amount had dropped to 177.- 
600,000. Now let us look at the 
amount the government of Can¬ 
ada had on deposit in the Domin¬ 
ion Baaik in these months. In 
January it had 1.800,000 and in 
October it bad increased to $3. . 
016,853. and* there was due to the 
Dominion under the Finance Act 
$2,800,000. 

In the case of the Union Bank 
we find that in the month of Jan¬ 
uary the public had deposits to 
the extent of $92,900,000. In Oc¬ 
tober that had dropped to $82,- 
200,000. Turning again to the 
amount the government had on 
deposit, we find that in January 
it only hiad $268,000- while in Oc¬ 
tober it had increased to$l,588.- 
000, and under the Finance Act it 
had $72,500,000 in addition. In 
the case of the Standard Bank 
the same line was followed. In 
January they hiad $60,60(0.000 in 
public deposits. In October the 
amount had -dropped down to 
$48,100,000. On the other side 
we find the Dominion government 
had on deposit .only $329,000 in 
January, but in October they had 
increased the deposit to $8,600,- 
000. while the bank owed under 
the Finance Act no less than $3,- 
000 , 000 . 

T have never been able to un¬ 
derstand why no encouragement 
was given to the public at large, 
to place their savings in post of¬ 
fice savings banks. The only 
reason I can see why more en-

intended to quote from a leading 
article in the Toronto Saturday 
Night in regard to insuring ol 
deposits.

Association discussed seriously 
the adoption of some such sys¬ 
tem, for as Mr. Cherry points out 
in his communication, stable and 
normal conditions are a prime 
necessity at this time.” 

1 have been led to understand 
Hut banks have been bolstered 
up by the government for some 
years, and that hardly a year 
goes by in which some bank does 
not request the government to 
lodge deposits with them to help 
them through a u crisis. I wish to 
place on record some figures that 
have been very carefully compil¬ 
ed as to the relation of the Dom¬ 
inion government to- chartered 
banks in regard to deposits- arid 
advances under the Finance Act. 
These figures relate to 1923 and 
the statement read's as follows:

The last audible words between pilot and mechanic 
are spoken, and with stentorian roar of engine and propellor the 
giant, human ai d baggage freighted plane, glides swiftly over the surface 
of the Quinze. One feels the churning waters tumping at the bottom of the 
boat until momentum has increased to such extent that a touch of the

Two turns in as many minutes and the passenger, having adjusted his 
goggles and seated himself more comfortably, peers, at first cautiously, 
over the side of the pit, and far below him lies the little town of Angliers, the 
head of the Canadian Pacific steel which twists and turns in and out of the 
forest to the south like a living thing. The earth is as a map below, lakes and 
rivers shining in the distance and beneath, and ragged patches of bush and 
arable land smudged here and there like a child’s attempt to depict relief. 

Turning east the plane heads down Lake Quinze, following the water 
course to Lake Expanse, — one sees from the air how appropriate is its 
name, — thence north for some fifteen miles up the Ottawa River and further 
north over one of its tributaries to Lake Fortune and Rouyn, upon nearing 
which the plane leaves the glorious rolling clouds and gradually sinks until 
once more the water tumps the bottom of the hull, checking it with sudden 
jerks which tend to slow the boat until it stops within a few feet of tie-up. 
One wonders how the pilot could, at such a speed, have judged his distance 
so well. But then he does the same thing more than once each day 
bringing to the new Gold Fields of Quebec, in fifty minutes, passengers 
and supplies which, before the air service was started took two days at the 
least to arrive. 

Commencing May 18th the Air Service to the Gold Fields will be regular 
on Monday, Wednesday and Friday, large flying boats capable of carrying 
five people being scheduled to meet all Canadian Pacific trains at Angliers. 
This service, which will eliminate the hardships of the past and enable 
prospectors and tourists to travel to the Rouyn Mining District in less than 
an hour will include regular stops where they are required and accommoda¬ 
tion is available.

Monopoly vs. the CommunJLg 
Dollar” in which he drew the 
tent-ion of the Canadian peoplP 
to the very serious condition of 
the hanking institutions of Can¬ 
ada and the lack of all guaran¬ 
tees to the savings of the people. 
Some time before the Home Bank 
failure took place, the following 
rather extraordin/afry editorial 
came out in the Financial Post 
on February 23, under the title 
of “Banking and Banking.” 

“Canadian Banks are charter¬ 
ed by the Dominion government, 
and are operated under strict re¬ 
gulations as regards their trusts 
of money deposited by the public, 
and even in the event of failure 
there would be no loss to the de¬ 
positors.” 

T wish the house to note that. 

“Shareholders might be ex- 
expected to face a loss, but not 
those who in good'faith placed 
their money in the keeping of the 
bank. Statutory provision pro¬ 
vides against any such an eventu¬ 
ality.” 

Mr. W. L. Baker at once re¬ 
plied in the public press, in part 
saying: 

“There are no strict regu¬ 
lations which make loss to de¬ 
positors impossible in the event 
of a failure of a bank, and yet 
this is exactly what the Post says 
obtains in our Canadian system. 
There is no legislation which com¬ 
pels banks to be more careful in 
investing the savings of the peo¬ 
ple than restrictive nr protective 
legislation regarding any phase 
of hanking or banking funds. ” 
The statements coming out dur- 
iliis session, I am sure, will not 
only enlighten the people of Can¬ 
ada to the position they are in. 
and the unability of the present 
financial institutions under the 
present Bank Act to guarantee 
the savings of the people, hut 
create a demand for some system 
whereby the thrifty of this coun¬ 
try can know that that they can 
he guaranteed that their savings 
will he looked after. At a later 
date, again before these financial 
calamities came upon Canada, Mr 
Baker, in writing to the Busy 
East magazine, made the follow¬ 
ing statement; 

“Canada is approaching a 
serious crisis in her banking busi¬ 
ness.” 

I desire to put that on record 
because no credit has been given 
those who have predicted the 
present situation *and tried to 
guard the people against the tre¬ 
mendous losses which have been 
incurred during the last twelve 
months. I aigain express appre¬ 
ciation of the efforts of the hon. 
member for Vancouver South 
(Mr. Ladner), or any other hon. 
member of the house who may 
bring forward resolutions with 
the object of trying to impr .^e 
the financial institutions of this 
country. I am entirely in sym¬ 
pathy with his amendment to have 
this matter go to the committee 
of banking and commerce, and I 
hope that we shall be far more 
successful than we were a year 
ago. At any rate, I believe the 
matter will receive more sympa 
thetic consideration.

thing for the public, but a great 
saving in the matter of interest 
to the government itself. Fur¬ 
ther I do not understand why a 
restriction is placed on people 
using the post office banks, why 
there should be a limit to the 
amount of $1,500 per annum, and 
why, when anyone gets an 
amount of $5,000 placed in that 
department he should be 'refused 
any more interest. This looks 
very much as if the regulations 
with regard to post office saving 
banks had been mjade to fit in 
with the particular wishes of the 
commercial financial institutions 
I do not intend to take up the 
time of the house in going over 
the unhappy history of what has 
taken place dhringl this past year 
I might, however, ‘refer to these 
disasters as an orgy of failures.. 
This came as an utter surprize to 
the people of Canada, particular¬ 
ly after the intense efforts that 
were made to remedy various de¬ 
ficiencies in the Bank Act last 
year, many of these efforts un¬ 
fortunately being without effect. 
I should like to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the house to the fact that 
the condition that we have gone 
through in the last eight or nine 
months was prophesied by a 
Canadian who had taken a very 
great interest in the finaeial life 
of the country during the past 
twenty years. I wish to point 

out the work of a Mt. W. L. 
Baker, once with the Standard 
Bank of Canada, who in 1921, is¬

This is an increase of $183,000 or 
4.2 per cent. 

Immigration to Canada during the 
eleven months ending February, 
1924, totalled 135,128, divided as fol¬ 
lows: British, 67,023; from the 
United States, 19,120; from all other 
countries, 48,992. This compares 
very favorably with 66,139 for the 
same period a year ago. 

Forty pilgrimages to the famous 
shrine at Ste. Anne de Beaupre, 
Quebec, have already been arranged 
for June, July and August this year. 
Over 200,000 visitors are expected, 
most of them from Montreal, To¬ 
ronto, Buffalo, Philadelphia, Chi¬ 
cago, New York and Boston. 

Although it has already spent 
$4,000,000 in drilling for oil in Al¬ 
berta without ven£ definite results, 
the Imperial Oil, Limited, proposes 
to keep at its development campaign, 
so F. J. Wolfe, director of market¬ 
ing for the concern, states. Already 
the company’s $2,500,000 refinery at 
Calgary has had the effect of keep¬ 
ing prices down, he says. 

An important industrial enter¬ 
prise is being added to the list in 
Montreal in the plant of the National 
Cement Company, which is being 
constructed in the town of Montreal 
East on the site of one of the largest 
deposits of raw material for cement 
in Canada. The first unit of the 
plant will have a capacity of 900,000 
barrels per annum. 

A total of 969 communities in 
Alberta are now served by the Prov¬ 
incial Government telephone system. 
The total number of phones served 
in the system is 67,279,- of which 
32,260 are exchange phones, 20,252 
are rural phones and 1,085 are pri¬ 
vate party lines and 13,385 are con¬ 
necting subscribers.

DESTRUCTION OF PESTS 


On an effort to encocrage the 
destruction of agricultural pests, 
namely, gophers, crows and mag¬ 
pies, the Deportment of Agricul¬ 
ture at Edmonton has inaugurat¬ 
ed a system of prizes. Cash prizes 
ranging from $1 to $300 will he 
paid by the department for goph¬ 
er tails, • feet and eggs of crows 
and magpies, taken in 1924 on or 
before September 1st. Points will 
be awarded as follows: One point 
for each gopher's tail, two points 
for each crow's feet, two points 
for each magpie's foot, two 
points for each crow's or mag¬ 
pie's egg. 

The. following are the compe¬ 
titions : 

1. $200 to the game protection 
association', league or gun club 
in Calgary or Edmonton obtain¬ 
ing the gratest number of points. 
Over 10,000 points must beearn- 
ed to qualify. 

2. $200 for the first and $100 
for the second prize to the game 
protection league or gun club in 
places other than Calgary or Ed¬ 
monton. Over 5,000 points must 
he earned,to qualify. 

3. A total of 335 prizes, from 
$1 to $75, for the residents of Al¬ 
berta securing the greatest num¬ 
ber of points. Points earned by in¬ 
dividuals in competitions one and 
two will be allowed. Two hun¬ 
dred points must be earned to 
qualify. 

4. The five village or rural 
► schools earning the greatest num¬ 
ber of points will in their order 
he awarded five prizes ranging 
from $10 to $70. Over 2,500 
points must he earned to qualify. 

5. All persons attending a sep¬ 
arate, public or high school may 
compete in this. A total of 335 
cash prizes ranging from $1 to 
$75 will be paid in their order to 
those obtaining the highest num¬ 
ber of points. Points earned by 
any individual in: competition 
four will be allowed. Two hun¬ 
dred points must be earned .to 
qualify.

SPRING PREPARATION 

FOR THE CORN CROP 


MUNICIPAL DISTRICT OF

(Experimental Farms Note) 


TAX RECOVERY ACT 


Corn is this year finding’ an in¬ 
creased use as a substitute for 
part of the summerfallow and in 
view of its growing importance, 
the following suggestions, based 
on several years experimental 
work at the Experimental farm, 

Inditui.- IIocuI, infty- I*} rfSeT®:- 

If possible, barnyard manure, 
preferably rotted, should be 
plowed under, as the first step 
in preparation for growing the 
crop. With rotted manure there 
is much less danger of a heavy 
growth of weeds than would* be 
likely if unrotted manure were 
used. Following the plowing 
sufficient cultivation should he 
given to make a suitable seed bed 
for the germination of weed 
seeds. The niiore weeds that can 
be killed before the crop is plant¬ 
ed, the less labor will be neces¬ 
sary after the crop is up. By the 
time wheat seeding is completed, 
and probably the other spring 
grains as well, there will be a 
growth of weeds on the corn 
ground and these should be killec* 
by thorough cultivation, the com¬ 
pletion of which will usually co¬ 
incide with the time to plant the 
corn. 

Com should be planted about 
the middle of May, although in 
most seasons, fairly good crops 
will be secured form any plant¬ 
ing up to the end of the month. 
The method of planting will de¬ 
pend on the weediness of the 
farm. Where the ground is dirty 
the check row system of planting 
in hills will be the best as it al¬ 
lows for cross cultivation. The 
corn planter is practically a ne¬ 
cessity whefe check-rowing is to 
be done. On fairly clean land, 
the planting may de done with 
the ordinary grain drill, all the 
spouts except the necessary ones 
being plugged. Corn, whether 
in rows or hills, should be plant¬ 
ed at least three feet apart, and 
'some farmers using the crop as a 
fallow subsitute, space the rows 
six feet apart in order to cover
